Ind generally, her Batieſtie woulde all her ſubiectes to beware howe they ſhall receyue any maner 

fo;rayne coyne of golde oz ſpluer, not beyng valued by publike aucthozitie and well knowen, foz that 

thereby great lolle may come thzough ignozaunce,the remedy wherof, only is torecepue them as bul- 

lion, at (uch value as they contayne in fineneſle and wayght.
